WASHINGTON, Dec. 20..—President 


Taft sent to Congress today the long- 
awaited report of the tariff board on 
schedule K of the Payne tariff act and 
with it a messiage recommending that the 
rates on wool and woolens be materially 
reduced. 
. 
. 
The report shows that the existing 
duties on' many classes of wdbi and 
woolen manufactures are prohibitory . and 
greatly in excess of the-difference in the 
cost of. production here and abroad. The 
duties are so arranged as to keep out 
of the United States entirely wool of finer 
qualities, which, If imported, might be 
used to displace the cheap substitutes 
now used. 
. 
President Taft calls attention to these 
points and urges tha't a revision of the 
schedule be proceeded with at once. 
He characterized the report of the tarT 
Iff board as the most complete and ex- 
haustive statement of a difficult and com- 
plicated subject ever presented to a legis- 
lative body. He declares1 it a monument 
to the thoroughness, Industry, impar- 
tiality and accuracy of the men engaged 
In,Its making. He also dwells with em- 
phasis upon the fact that' the report Is 
unanimous and asserts the belief that It 
will convince all of the wisdom of making 
the tariff board permanent. 
Neither the President nor the board 
proposes definite rates 
'of . duty, Taft 
holding that the function of the board 
merely is to present findings of fact on 
which rates of duty may be' fairly de-. 
termlned In the light of adequate knowl- 
edge and In accord with the economic 
policy to be followed. 
President1'1 Taft 
recommends that the proposed revision 
adhere to a policy ol protection based 
upon the difference In cost of production 
at home and abroad. 


ADVOCATES REVISION. 


In his message after referring briefly 
to the creation of tho tariff board, the 
President says: 
"In my message of August 17, 1911, ac- 
companying the veto of- the wool -bill, I 
said that In my Judgment schedule K 
' should be revised and the rates reduced: 
My veto was based .on the "ground that 
since the tariff board would make, In 
December^ a detailed report on wool and 
wool manufactures, with special reference 
to the relation of the existing rates. of 
duties to relative costs here and abroad, 
public policy and a fair regard to the in- 
terests of the producers and the-manu- 
facturers on the one hand -and the con- 
sumers on the other, demanded that leg- 
islation should not be hastily enacted ,ln 
the absence of such information;, that! I 
was not myself possessed at that time of 
adequate knowledge of the facts to de- 
termine whether or not the proposed act 
was In accordance with my pledge to sup- 
port a fair and reasonable protective pol- 
icy; that such legislation might prove 
only temporary and inflict upon a great 
Industry the evils of continued - uncer- 
tainty. 
• , 
'. 
• 
"I now herewith submit,a report of the 
tariff board on schedule K. - The board is 
unanimous In Its findings. .On the basis 
of these findings I now recommend that 
Congress propose a consideration of this 
schedule with a view to its revision and a 
general reduction of its rates. 


METHOD IS WRONG. 


"The report shows that the present 
method of asseslng the duty on raw 
wool, that Is, by. a specific rate -on the 
grease pound, namely, unsecured, oper- 
ates to exclude wools of high shrinkage 
In scouring but fine quality from 
the 
American .market, and thereby, lessens 
the range of wools available to the do- 
mestic manufacturer; that the duty on 
scoured woo] of 33 cents per pound IB 
prohibitory and onerates to .exclude* tha 
importation of clean, low priced foreign 
wools of inferior grades, which are .nev- - 
ertheless valuable—material for manufac- , 
turing arid which cannot be imported . in' 
the grease because :of their heavy 'shrink- 
age. 
Such 'wools If Imported might be: 


used to -displace the • cheap substitutes^ 
now In use. 
"To make the • preceding paragraph a 
little plainer, take the instance of 100 
pounds of first class wool Imported under 
the present duty, which Is 11 cents a 
pound. That would make the duty on the 
100 pounds $11. 
The merchantable part 


of the wool -thus imported Is the weight 
of the wool of this 100 pounds after 
scouring. 
If the wool shrinks SO per 
cent, as some wools do, then the duty in 
such a case would amount to $11 on 220 
pounds of scoured wool. This, of course, 
would be prohibitory. If the wool shrinks 
only 50 per cent, it "would be 511 on 50 
pounds of wool and .this Is near to the 
average of the great bulk of. wools that 
are Imported from Australia, which is the 
principal source of .our Imported wool. 


OPEN TO OBJECTION. 


These discriminations could be .over- 
come by assessing a duty of afl valorem 
terms, but this method Is open to the 
objection, first, that It increases admin- 
istrative difficulties and-tends to decrease 
revenue through undervaluations, and 
second, that as prices advance the ad 
valorem rate Increases .the 
duty per 
pound at the time when the consumer 
most' needs relief and the producer can 
best stand competition; while If prices 
decline the duty is decreased at the time 
when the consumer i's least burdened by 
the price and the producer most needs 
protection. 
: ' 
"Another method of meeting the diffi- 
culty of taxing .the grease pound Is to 
assess a specific duty on grease wool in 
terms of its scoured content. 
This ob.- 
viates the chief evil of the present sys- 
tem, 
namely, the discrimination due to 
different percentages and thereby tends 
greatly to equalize the duty. Ttte -board 
reports 'that this method Is feasible In 
practice and could be administered with- 
out great expense. 
The scoured content 
of the wool Is the basis on which users 
of wool make -their calculations, and. a 
duty of this kind would fit the usages ol 
the trade. One effect of this method of 
assessment would be that,' regardless of 
the rate of duty, there would be an In- 
crease in the supply and variety of wool, 
by making available to -the American 
market wools of both low and fine qual- 
ity now excluded. 
The rer>^rt shows in detail the difficul- 
ties Involved In attempting to state in 
categorical terms the cost of wool pro- 
duction and the great differences in cost 
as between different regions and different 
types of wool. It Is found, however, chat 
taking all varieties into account, the 
average cost of production for the whole

"They should be rtducecl and.'so ad- 
justed to .the .rate on wool as to bear 
their proportion to the rcal: rate levied 
on the actual wool imports.

"The duties on many classes of wool 
manufacture aro prohibitory and greatly 
In excess of. the difference' In cost of 
production here a,nd abroad. 
"This is true of tops, of yarns (with 
the exception of worsted yarns of a very 
high grade) 
and 
of low and medium 
grade cloth of heavy weight. 
'.'On tops up to 62 cents a pound in 
value, and on yarns of 65: cents In value, 
the-rate Is 100 per cent, with correspond- 
ingly high rates for lower, values. On 
cheap and medium grade cloths, the ex- 
isting rates frequently run. to> 160 per- 
cent and on some cheap goods to over 
200 per cent. This Is largely due 
to 
that part of the duty which is levied 
ostensibly to compensate- the manufac- 
turer for the enhanced cost of his raw 
material due to the duty on wool. As a 
matter of fact, this compensatory duty 
for numerous classes of goods Is much 
in excess of the amount needed for strict 
compensation.

- -"On the other hand, the fliydinga show 
that the duties which run .to such high 


- ad valorem equivalents are prohibitory, 
| since the goods are not Imported,. but 
! with prices of'domestic fabrics are not 
raised by the full amount of duty. On 
a set of one yard samples of sixteen 
English fabrics which are completely'ex- 
cluded by the. present tariff rates, it 
was found that the total foreign valua 
was $41.84; the duties which would have

. been imported is S76.90; the foreign valua 
plus the amount of-the duty J11S.74, or 
a nominal duty of 183 per cent.

"ELIMINATE COMPETITION. 


"Although those duties do not increase 
prices of domestic goods by anything like 
.their full amount, it is none the less true 
that such prohibitive 
duties, 
eliminate 
the possibllty of foreign competition, even 
In time of scarcity; that they form a tem- 
ptation to monopoly and conspiracies to 
control domestic prices; that they art much 
In' excess of the difference in cost of pro- 
duction here and abroad,- and that they 
should be reduced to a point which ac^: 
cords with this principle. 
"The findings of the board show that 
in this industry the actual manufacturing 
cost aside from the question of the price 
of materials is much higher in this coun- 
try-than it is abroad, that In the malting 
of yarn and cloth,.,the domestic woolvn 
or worsted manufacturer has in general 
no advantage in the form of superior 
machinery or. more efficient labor1 to 
offset the higher 
wages 
paid 
in this 
country. The findings show that the 
cost, of turning wool into yarn in • this 
country is about double that In the lead- 
ing competing country and that the cost 
of turning yarn into cloth Is somewhat 
more than double. -Under the protective 
policy a great industry involving the wel- 
fare of hundreds o£ thousands of people 
has been established despite these handi- 
caps. 
. 
.. 
"In recommending revision and reduc- 
tion, .1 therefore 
urge that action be 
talien with' these facts in mind,., to. the 
end ithat .-an independent and established 
industry may not he jeopardized. 
"*'• -"• 
NO METHOD..FOUND. . - • 


"The tariff board reports-that no equi- 
table -method has been found by which 
purely specific duties may be levied on 
•woolen and worsted .fabrics, and that, ex- 
cepting for a compensatory duty, the rate 
'must be ad valortm oh such manufac- 
tures. It is important to realize, how- 
ever, that no flat.ad valorem rate on such7 
fabrics can be made to. work fairly and 
effectively. 
Any single rate which i3 
enough to equalize the difference in mani- 
u'facturing cost at home and abroad on 
highly finished goods involving such labor 
would be prohibitory on cluaper goods, 
in which the labor cost is a smaller pro- 
portion of the total, value. Conversely,;.a 
rate .only adequate to equalize this dif- 
ference on cheaper goods would remove 
protection from the fine goods manufac- 
ture, the increase in .which has been one 
of the striking featurt's of the trade, a 
development in recent years. I therefore 
recommend that in any revision the Im- 
portance 
of a gradual ' or scale of ad 
valorem duties on cloths be carefully con- 
sidered and applied. 
"I venture to say that no legislative 
body has ever had presented to It a more 
complete and exhaustive report than this 
on so different and complicated a sub- 
ject as the relative cost of wool or'wool- 
ens, the world over. It. Is a monument to 
the thoroughness, Industry, impartiality 
and accuracy, of the men engaged in its 
making. They were 
chosen from both 
political parties but have allowed no 
-partisan1 spirit to prompt or control thrir 
inquiries. They are unanimous In their 
findings.. I feel sure that after the re- 
port has heen printed and studied to 
this schedule of the tariff, it will con- 
vince all of the wisdom of making such 
a board permanent in order that it.may 
treat each schedule of the tariff as it 
has treated this, and then ketp its bu- 
reau of information up to date with cur- 
rent changes In the economic world. 
"It is no part of the function ot. the 
tariff- .board -to propose rates or duty. 
Tlv ir function is merely to present fliul- 
ings of fact on which rates of duty may 
be fairly determined in' the light of ac- 
curate Knowledge 
in 
accord 
with the 
economic policy to be followed. This is 
what the pres nt"report does. 
"The fin.lliigs of fart by the hoard show 
ample reason for the revision downward 
of schedule K., In accord wfth the pros- 
pective principle, and pr> sent" the data 
as to relieve costs and prices fror^i which 
may be determined what rates will fairly 
equalize the 
differences 
'In production 
costs. I reromrnend that such revision 
be proceeded with at once.".

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Sharp issue 
is taken 
by. the Interstate. • Commerce 
Commission with the Commerce Court in 
the 25th annual'report of the commission 
transmitted to Congress today.

continental rate cases," Involving freight 
rates from the Atlantic to Pacific coast 
terminals and to intermediate 
points.

Jecision interpreting the long-and-short- 
teul provision of the present law the

nut street, was struck by an east- 
boun.d local Southern Pacific -electric 
train at Seventh and Chestnut streets 
this forenoon about "8:45 o'clock, sus-.* 
tainlng serious and i possibly, fatal, in- 
juries. 
The most, dangerous ! injury 
is a depression of the skjiirin the re- 
gion of the right temple and should 
death result this will be the imme- 
diate cause. TSe boy is a htsrh school 
student and the son of .jlyman Gold- 
water, one of the oldest, and best- 
known brokers of Oakland.V ' He is 
a popular youth and the news of-his 
misfortune win be a great'shock to 
his large circle of friends and: ac- 
quaintances among the young'people 
of the city. 


The boy met with the accident in 
an unusual manner. .Seymour Mos- 
kowitz of 767 Tenth street, .a. churn 
of Goldwater, and about his own age, 
was passing down Jefferson street 
when he espied the Injured boy Jus,-, 
starting across Seventh-'street' abou's 
half a block ahead of him. 
Mosko- 


witz whistled shrilly at Goldwater to 
attract his attention, and the 
lat- 
ter turned partly around to see who 
was hailing him. 
By this time he 


•svas in the middle of the Southern 
Pacific's eastbound track, and the "next 
instant the electric train swept' by;' 
hitting Goldwater - with terrific'force 
and throwing him limp and uncon- 
scious clear to the sidewalk. 


Moskowitz ran, horror-stricken, to 


the aid of his friend- and ' was 
try- 
ing to pick him up when Dr.' J. Ham- 
ilton Tpdd appeared upon the scene 
with his automobile. 
The. physician 


hastily examined the injure'd boy and 
then having him lifted into his ma- 
chine, took him, Moskowitz . and a 
police officer • to' the receiving hosr 
pital. 
There it was found that the

would have to be removed 
before 
consciousness coula.be restored, .and

train, apparently not seeing it or tor 
the instant forgetting .its approach.

iprevent in future and to correct where it already .exists.

A number of great power enterprises are already in successful 


'/operation in California, but there is still a vast water power run- 
-'ning to waste. This latent resource should be utilized, without be- 
|ng permanently alienated. If the conditions :for its utilization be 
ifnade so onerous, vexatious and expensive that it cannot be suc- 
£essfully employed in competition with plants privately owned .and 
an successful operation, then conservation will be a failure "ancL.com- 
jjjctition will be driven "from the field; the condition .thus'created 
ili-ill be favorable to the formation of a gigantic monopoly—the form- 
ation-of the Power Trust of which so much has been said. 
i; 
The companies operating the existing power plants own :their 


?water rights in perpetuity; they pay no rentals and are not'subject 
Jo lease tenure; their plants are already financed and in possession 
"of the field; they hold the pick of the water power privileges. 
It 


fwill be utterly impossible for any company or individual to.suc- 
iessfully compete with them operating a short term leasehold 
privilege. Enterprises placed at such a hopeless disadvantage can- 
5iot be financed. Capital will shun the hazards. The object of con-, 
jservation will be defeated by legislating in accordance with a theory 
[which ignores the logic of existing conditions and the.fundamental 
law of economics.

Examples of creating and strengthening evils by legislating 


against them are not unknown in human annals—not because the 
jhiotive is bad, but because judgment is lacking. Going to extremes 
3n legislating against future monopolies not infrequently- fortifies 
monopolies already in existence. Sometimes this is by artful de- 
"sign, but .more often is due to narrowness of view, hastiness ..of 
Judgment, lack of examination and ill-digested ideas.

Had the couple not been rich and prominent they 
would not have fallen under the jaundiced disapproval of the Fresno 
sioic. His virtue would not have grown rancid if they had been 
ordinary poor folks.

assume not or Mr. Rowell would not have gone so far abroad in 
search of a text for his preachment.

Makes No Recommendations, but Points 


Out Many Reductions That Are Desired 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 
board's report on .Schedule K, sent to

20.—Manuscripts in Latin, Old French, 
Armenian, Persian and Arabic, some of 
them .centuries old, printed books dat- 
ing from the seventeenth and 'early eigh- 
teenth centuries, and other ourlos of 
rare' Interest and great value make up 
a collection -which hasi been given to ,the 
University library by Mrs. Phebe A. 
Hearst, a regent. 
The literary treas- 
ures are to be -placed on display as soon 
as the case, for which designs are now 
being drawn, is prepared. 
• . 
- 
'There is in manuscript a large folio, 
the Gregorian Plain Song,- of -151. vellum 
leaves bound in wood"covers with brass 
bosses and ornaments. 
The title'page 
has a fine miniature of Christ entering 
Jerusalem. Nearly every page is adorned 
with large initial letters In:,, burnished, 
gold and colors, and the borderis are high- 
ly illuminated. 
A nsaltery of the fourteenth centurv, 
in vellum manuscript of about 800 leaves 
is bound In brown levant antique, and 
bears the bookplate of" the second. Earl 
of Kilmorey. 
The manuscript Is writ- 
ten in delicately beautiful script. Is pro- 
fusely illustrated with Initials, rubrica- 
tions and curios marjrlnal drawings In 
gold and colors, the whole being an artis- 
tic execution in every detail. 


RELIGIOUS WORKS.
